CZECHS DENY

BUSY CONGRESS 
MAY IGNORE S.S. 
PLEA BY TRUMAN

W ashington, May 27 (fry—This Is 
a boom time for most of the country. 
But Its a time of bust for a lot 
of people too old to work. 
President Trum an yesterday asked 
Congress to do a number of things 
about 
increasing 
social 
security I 
benefits. 
But Congress, busy with other 
things, is unlikely to do much, lf 
anything, 
about 
Mr 
T rum an’s 
request. 
There is room here to go into only 
those social security benefits which 
affect retired workers and their de­ 
pendents. In 1935 Congress decided 
workers should Ret some protection 
when they become too old to work, 
and so should their dependents if j 
the worker died 
Taxed One Percent 
So in that year, 1935. Congress 
passed the Social Security Act 
It 
went into effect in 1937, This has 
been happening ever since: An em ­ 
ploye Is taxed one per cent up to $3.- 
000 of his pay a year. And an em ­ 
ployer is taxed one per cent up to 
13.000 of each of his employes' pay 
a year. 
T hat money goes Into the social 
security, old age and survivors* in ­ 
surance fund. There is now about 
$9 500.000.OOO In that fund Paym ents 
from tile fund are running about; 
$466,000,000 a year. 
The most a retired worker can 
collect I $44 80 a m onth In some 
kinds of w ork—like farm ing- the 
workers are not covered, so neither

Which means such a worker can’t 
get any old age insurance. 
20,000,000 Not Covered 
But most workers are covered and

Who gets the insurance? It goes 
like this for a covered worker: 
1 Retired workers, men and wom­ 
en who have reached 65. 
2. An additional monthly benefit 
for a retired worker’s wife, if she 
is 65. and for his unm arried children 
under 18. 
If the worker under or over 65 
dies, monthly benefits go to: 
I. His widow if shes 65 or over. 
2 
His widow of any age lf she 
has dependent children under 18 in 
her care. 
3 Unmarried children under 18. 
4 His parents if they were chiefly 
dependent on him and he left no 
widow or children. 
But President Trum an pointed out 
th at the maximum retirem ent insur­ 
ance—$44 80 was fixed back in 1939 
when living costs were 70 per cent 
lower than they are now. 
Asks Bigger Payments 
Mr. Truman emphasized that even 
so the average monthly paym ent to 
a retired worker now is not $44 80 
a m onth but only $25 < T hat's be­ 
cause of the low salary he made and 
therefore the low tax he paldi. 
Since living costs have risen about 
70 per cent since 1939, the 1939 dol­ 
lar now is worth only about 58 
cents. So that average $25 monthly 
insurance check the worker receives 
now has shrunk to $14 50 in 1939 
terms.

It is clear that 
if it cannot find a method of halt- J 
ing this new outbreak, its influence, 
In the eyes of the world may drop 
so low as Ut render It impotent. 
One of the greatest ob facies to * 
peace lies in the fact that America 
and Britain are lined up on oppo- 1 
site sides. British Foreign Secretary 
Be vin told the House of Common.5; 
yesterday that England will continue I 
to fulfill treaty obligations to furn­ 
ish officers for the 
trans-Jordan
